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OUR MAYOR'S ADDRESS 


"T the recent convention,held at Ilatiye. functions. It might, also invplve

Milwaukee, Mayor John Thor- 
oughgood spoke as follows: 


Mr. Chairman and Gentle- 


men: If I speak from practi- 


cal experience of the functions of a 
Mayor and Common Council, it must be 
as they exist .in. Janesville. the city ot 
which I have tbe honor to be mayor and 
which is an inland .city, with a popula- 
tion" of from 12,000 to .14,000, largely 
engaged in.various lines of manufacture, 
and with the usual number of business 
and professional men among its popula- 
tion! . We have never- owned water 
.•works, gas or electric light plants, tele- 
phone or street cars, but have granted 
franchises for all these to private com- 
panies, so -that, as a city; we have had 
nothing to do with their management, 
and have been free from the problems in- 
volved in city ownership. We have had 
fully the usual amount of trouble with 
our streets and sidewalks, and our full 
share of litigation arising from damage 
suits over alleged defects in same, in 
which suits the city has been badly 
mulcted-to the intense : disgust of the 
tax payers, whose' complaints have been 
loud and frequent, but they have not 
yeffully decided where the responsibili- 
ty for the existing state of affairs should 


\ be placed. : Sometimes the aldermen are 
'blamed and sometimes the mayor oi 
street commissioner. 
• Our city is organ- 


ized under a special charter enacted over 
thirty years ago in which the duties oi 
mayor ;• are defined to be: To preside 
over the meetings ol the common coun- 
cil; to give from time to time to the 
council such information and recommend 
such measures as he may deem advan- 
tageous to the city; to be the • chief ex- 
ecutive officer and the head of the police 
force of the city;, to take, care that the 
laws of tho state and the ordinances of 
the city are duly enforced, observed and 
respected; to take care that all other 
executive officers of the city discharge 
their respective.auties. Andheia also 
required before he enters upon the 
duties of his: office, in 
addition to 


the usual oath, to swear that he will 
devote as much of his time to the du- 
ties of his office as an efficient and faith- 
ful discharge thereof may require./''He1 
is also, by the :terms of the charter, a 
member of the common council. 
Al- 


though the treasurer, clerk, city- attor 
ney, as well as" street, commissioner and 
other jcity officers are elected by the ped 
pie, still it is made the /duty of the 
mayor to see that they properly perform 
, the duties of their respective offices; and 
.although the mayor is, by the charter, 
the head of the police force, still ap- 
pointments as well as removals are made 
;by the commission created by the last 
legislature. By the same act, appoint- 
ments and removals in the- 'fire depart- 
ment are. given to the same commiRsion. 
. The common council is composed of 
the mayor and-two aldermen from .each 
ward...^Its duties as defined by. the char- 
ter are: To have the care, management 
and control of the property of the city 
and its finance; also the power to make, 
enact, ordain, establish and enforce such 
ordinances as it shall deem expedient 
for the good government of the city; the 
preservation of peace and good order, 
the suppression of vice and immorality, 
the benefit of trade and commerce, arid 
the health and^ safety of the inhabitants 
thereof. It is also particularly author- 
ized to enact ordinances for forty-three 
different specific purposes, covering po- 
lice, trade and health regulations, and 
providing for the care of parks, &c. 
It 


also has the power to levy and collect 
taxes-not exceeding certain specified 
amounts for maintaining schools, re- 
pairing and maintaining ' bridges 
and 


streets,;and lighting the streets, main- 
taining the police and fire departments 
and for other necessary expenses. 
It 


also has full control 
and power .over 


and .management of 
all streets, alleys 


and public grounds, and to cause such 
streets, highways or alleys to be worked, 
graded, macademized or paved, and de- 
termine the kind of pavement that shall 
be used; also to appoint two assessors to 
assess the property of said city, accor- 
ding to law. 
\ 


The mayor and common council serve 


without pay: other city officers are paid. 
We have engrafted into this special 
charter some portions of the geLeral 
charter law, but nothing that changes! 
the provisions regulating the duties of 
mayor or common council. Thus you 
will see by the very terms of our charter 
the duties of the mayor and council 
overlap each other, the legislative and 
administrative branches of the city gov- 
ernment being 
freely .- intermingled. 


Thus while the mayor is charged with 
the duty of seeing that the street, com- 
missioner properly performs the duties 
of his office,-the commissioner is elected 
by the people, the council fixes his sal- 
ary, determines what streets shall be 
worked, the kind and extent of that 


giving the mayor the power to appoint 
and remove certain officers, as street 
commissioner, city attorney,' chief of 
police, etc., but I believe that in prac- 
tice this would be found beneficial, for 
while the mayor would have the power 
he would have the responsibility, and I 
think experience has shown that these 
must be united in order to secure the 
greatest efficiency. 
Where responsibil- 


ity cannot be shirked, a prompt and full 
perforoianee of duty is the rule. 


Our people are giving more attention 


to municipal problems of late. They 
have already . discovered that city gov- 
ernment is Very largely a purely busi- 
ness matter. ' The "malignant influence 
of 
partisan 
politics" 
bas 
not 


wholly disappeared from city affairs, yet 
its blighting influence is growing, per- 
ceptibly less. Apparently it has at last 
dawned upon the municipal voters that 
the qualifications of a city officer are not 
at all affected by his peculiar \ie\vs 
upon some theory of national politics, 
but wholly by his character and comp'e- 
tency for the particular branch of mu- 
nicipal service which he is to under- 
take.

While There He Was Much Thought 


.of By theMembers of theBench and 
Bar—His Family Connections Were 
Excellent, and His Rash Act Is 
Deeply Regretted. 
In speaking of Albert Kavalege, 


whose tragic death was recorded in yes- 
terday's- Gazette, the Milwaukee Senti- 
nel says: 
Albert Kavalege, the court . reporter 


who committed suicide in a tragic man- 
ner in Janesville yesterday, . was well 
known in Milwaukee, where for years he 
followed his profession, and where his 
mother and two brothers still reside. 
He was born in New York city, and he 
reached his 50th birthday on the tenth 
of this month. When he was but 2 
. years, of. age, his parents moved to Mil- 


waukee, and Mr. Kavalege received his 
early education in this city. He attend- 
ed the German-English academy, and 
later secured a position as clerk with 
the law firm of Smith & Solomon. Judge 
Emil Wallber held a similar position 
with- the firm at the same time! 


In 1874, Mr. KavalegB entered the 


University of Michigan, where he com- 
pleted both the classical course and a 
special course in lasv. After being ad- 
mitted: to the Michigan bar, he .returned 
to Milwaukee, and for two years was in 
theioffice of Chief-Justice E. O. Eyan. 


. He then formed a partnership with Eich- 


ard Burke, and for six years they carried 
on a general shorthand 
business to- 


gether. At the end of that time he be- 
came the official court reporter of the 
circuit now comprising Eock, Green and. 


- Jefferson counties, while Judge Conger 


was or. the bench. He continued that 
position after Judge Bennet succeeded 


: to the bench, arid held it up to tho pres- 


ent time. He was recognized as one of 
'the best, court reporters in Wisconsin. 


In 1882, Mr. Kavalege married Miss 


Allen .-'.of Janesville. 
Four children were 


bdrn; three of whom survive, the oldest 
being fourteen years of age. The death 
of a little daughter, five years ago, was 
a great blow to the father, and at times 


• he was greatly depressed 
on that ac- 


count. In addition to his wife and 
' children, Mr. Kavalege leaves a mother 
and two brothers, all living in this city. 
The brothers are C. H. Kavalege of 355 
Cass street, and J. B. Kavalege of 2424 
Cedar street, the mother making her 
hope- with the former. 


•In speaking of Albert 
Kavalego, 


Bichard Burke, who has been his life- 
long-.: friend, said last evening: 
"He 


was one of the ablest men in the, state, 
but at the same time rnarvelously mod 
est and unassuming. So marked indeed 
was this latter characteristic, that he al- 
ways shrank from any publicity what 
ever, and held many of his powers in re- 
serveV To lead a quiet life, without con- 
tention, was all he asked for, and he had 
no.desire at all to have his mental abili- 
ties known. He was peculiarly literary, 
and of a decidedly studious turn of 
mind. There were fe*v as .well posted 
on the works of Herbert; Spencer, of 
whose philosophy he made a special 
study. 
Whatever he undertook, he 


made a thorough study of, and ho was 
an adept in many lines. In checkers, 
chess: 
and 
whist he took a special 


delight, and he had 
few -equals 


in the city. 
When 
a young man, 


he.-and Charles Norris were considered 
the best billiard players in Milwaukee. 
He was celebrated for his wit, which was 
of a peculiarly dry kind, and I think in 
many respects he had the keenest sense 
of humor that I have ever experienced. 
Tn disposition, he was always calm and 
unruffled, and during the.years that I 
was intimately connected with him, we 
never had a hasty word. He was found 
of'home life, and grpatly attached to 
-his family. Whenever, he came to Mil- 
waukee,'which was frequent, 'owing to 
certain "property which he had in the 
city, he never failed to call on me, (and 
he was always quite confidential.' He 
was . here last Thursday, and at that 
time appeared somewhat excited, a fact 
which I attributed, to the grip. He 
must have'been insane when he took 
his own life. I know that he was great- 
ly esteemed in Janesville, where he has 
held a high social position; while in Mil 
waukee he had countless friends who 
pained to hear of his sad .death. ,

"My own views as to pur constitu- 


tional rights. and powers are simple 
, and well denned. I believe that the 
United States has the undoubted pow- 
er, which :it nas frequently! exercised, 
. to- acquire territory, and. to hold and 
govern it. 
I am ready to admit, if 


necessary, that action in these direc- 
tions must be taken for' constitutional 
purposes, but the constitutionality of 
the purposes must be determined by 
congress, itself through its majority. 
I believe that the power ot the United 
States in any territory or .possession 
outside the limits of the states them- 
selves, is absolute; 'with the single, ex- 
ception of the limitation placed upon 
such outside possessions by the thir- 
teenth amendment.
